Civil War was blended with a good-

foregathered at the invitation of Miss 
Sarah Fanner, daughter ot Professor 


Farmer, New England's equally well 
known inventor of innumerable me- 
chanical devices, to meet and bear 
Gen. 
O. O. Howard of Gettysburg 


fame speak on the magnificent work 
being accomplished 
in 
educational 


lines down. South, 


On the lawn stretching down to the 


water's edge from the •up river hos- 
telry. <was erected a .huge tent and al- 
though 'probably it has seating ac- 
commodation 'for ifirom two to four 
hundred, not a vacant seat could be 
found when the 
proceedings 
com- 


menced at 3.15 with the singing of 
"Nearer, My God, To Thee," 
the 


gathering making a very superior and 
imposing demonstration as it stood 
bareheaded during the rendering of 
that grand old Episcopalian 
hymn, 


accompanied as it i\\as on the piano 
by Miss Boyle, surrounded by a ga- 
laxy of lovely women whose harmo- 
nious and melodious voices set off the 
stern and sonorous voices of the har- 
dy veterans and younger generation 
of manly voices. 


Gen. Howard, with whom on the 


platform were Gen. Moore, Col. Dan- 
iel L. Hall of Dover, the Rev. Mr. 
Newton and a number of other prom- 
inent ex-military chiefs led the sing- 
ing and, as the old chief of a hun- 
dred battles stood upright with his 
single arm slightly upraised and his 
sleeveless one a melancholy remind- 
er of his post achievements on the 
field of battle, surrounded as he was 
1'y comrades who had served under 
him in that field, 
and 
facing 
the 


standing audience of old vets 
and 


young soldiers, the- scene presented 
was a strikingly affective one. 


The singing concluded on the mo- 


tion of Miss Farmer. A prayer was' 
recited by Rev. Mr. 'Newton, after 
'which. Gen. Moore took the 
chair, 


and in introducing the speaker of the 
day, Gen. O. O. Howard, 
paid 
a 


glowing tribute not only to the mag- 
nificent military record of his 
old 


chief, but also to the great work that 
he ihas engaged upon since leaving 
the army. In part he said: 


"As it is with every individual so 


it is with every nation and as it is 
with every nation so it is 'with every 
individual to the honest reward of 
an upright, manly fight in the cause 
of truth, honor and justice is the re- 
ward of the heritage of freedom of 
mind and of the birth—right to the 
greatest country in. the world. Such 
is ours. While we do not encourage 
the idea of war, me nevertheless must 
face the inevitable occasionally in tho- 
ught for truth, right and justice and 
to have peace it is necessary at times 
to fight for it and so it is that men 
come to know one another and form 
brotherly love and affection and fi- 
jnally lay aside the implements of 
war for the implements of industry 
'and live in peaceful seienity the re- 


ward and inheritance of an upright 
tattle. These tenets are handed down 
to posterity iby our fligt and ilius- 
tiious general who was first in war 
and first in peace, George Washing- 
ton .

It is at this season ot the year that 


the importance of the ha> 
crop 
is 


given 
greatest 
prominence. 
Last 


year's crop 
in the United States 


reckonede up to over G4,5<)0,000 tons, 
showing Uncle Same to be the great- 
est hay.maher of 
the 
world. 
The 


value of this great •crop was over 
half a billion dollars, and 
it 
took 


almost forty million acres of land to 
produce it. 
A farm of forty million 


acres would be large enough to cover 
the states of New York, New Hamp- 
shire, and a goodly part of Vermont. 


In this connection it i\\ill be noticed 


that there are no large single ureas 
devoted to the. production of hay, as 
there are to corn and wheat. 
The 


hay crop is produced by numberless 
small acreages throughout the coun- 
try. 
North and South Dakota boast 


of their immense wheat fields, while 
corn abounds in Kansas, 
Nebraska 


and Iowa, but the hay crop it, con- 
tributed to by every 'farmer. 
Most 


of it is raised for the keeping ot the 
farmer's 
own 
stock 
through 
the 


Winter, 
the

finds its way to the cities being only

AJfalfa, while raised to some ex-

He particularly wished to 
empha- 


size the statement that these South- 
ern people were lar from being de- 
generate. They have simply allowed 
their 
brains 
to 
become 
dormant 


through living secluded lives in iso- 
lated mountainous regions and Uiat 
a more loya! peop'le to the flag and 
country it .would be hard to find; and 
he spoke 'from the experience of hav- 
ing met these people In the field. 


No one, he said, know this better 


than the late Abraham Lincoln. 


"I remember," continued Gen. How- 


ard, 
"calling on Mr. Lincoln at the 


White House during the war and the 
impression he then made on me for 
his keen insight into human nature 
and the ways of men \vas an ever- 
lasting one. 


"As was usual, he met me 
with 


outstretched hands and 
illuminated1 


my very soul 'with 
dating glance. 


''In the course of 


his keen, pene- 


his remarks he 


impressed upon me the fact of the 
Southern loyalty around 
Knoxville 


and the Cumberland Gap \icimty, I 
suggested that I get through there 
when I next took the field. I did so 
with the remnants of my llth Corps 
prior U> my march to the sea with 
Sherman, and found the inhabitants 
of those regions just as Lincoln de- 
scribed them. 


"In fact my .command was consid- 


erably augmented by these men, and 
•women and children hailed us on all 
hands with kindliness of spirit and 
and in many cases little children ap- 
proached /with beautiful bouquets of 
wild flowers which touched the hearts 
of the men considerably. 
All pres- 


ent, I liust, like our able and 
effi- 


cient President, the redoutable Roose- 
velt, have a tender regard tor chil- 
dren and nowhere is a. child so 'won- 
derfully attractive as to a large body 
of men in the 
field." 


The speaker then went into detail 


as to his movements iwith the llth 
Army Corps at Gettysburg, 
Chatta- 


nooga, 
Chancellorsville, 
and 
with 


Sherman in his famous march to the 
sea, which evoked considerable ap- 
plause; and then branching off on to 
the main subject of his lecture again, 
the gallant general impressed 
upon 


the audience that the only solution 
of the feuds still, existant though not 
quite so predominant in the 
South 


was that of seeking out ttve solitary' 
mountaineers in that region and edu- 
cating them up to the beauties of life 
discovered in education. 


A university has been founded for 


educating teachers to go forth 
and 


settle in these regions and thereby 
convey all the good things that fo\ 
low a well regulated community, and 
he wished all present to advocate ami 
foster the scheme among their rich 
and millionaire friends so that the 
necessary funds may he procured to 
continue the good iwork by supplying 
scholarships. 


burg. 43 years «go—yes 43 years agd I 
this very month. 
Forty-three years' 


ago when we -went to form a division 
of the Army of the Potomac, which 
wa» ordered to settle the rebellion on 
that field.

again after that lapse 
pleased to see that he is still stalwart
